The HX-11 was the first transmitter I built as a novice, circa 1961. 
It appeared after the DX-20's demise. Had a single sweep tube, maybe 
a 12BQ7Y (?) in the final, driven by a xtal oscilator. 
Funny thing. Must not be many HX-11s out there as I've never seen any 
at hamfests. 
That old HX-11 sat in my closet for 10 years until I got my novice ticket 
a second time in 1971. 


In '71 I modified the rig to eliminate chirp, stabilizing voltages with 
VR tubes. Seems like I zenered a voltage in there also, but my mind is foggy 
on that point. 

When I dropped the "N" from my call and picked up the Advanced ticket in 
'72, 
I used the HX-11 with an HG-10b VFO. Receiver was an HQ-180A. Boy do I wish I 
still had that station.... 

Lots of fun to operate with about 50 watts input.

If the factory markings on the back of the notch filter are there, this 
is the best way I know of to do a positive ID on the SX-100. If those 
are gone, as is aparently the case with this receiver, then I'd look at 


the components for dating clues. Virtually all capacitors, tubes, and 
other assemblies of practical size had a 4 digit date code somewhere on 
them. The format of the code is YYWW, with YY being year of manufacture 
and WW being week of the year of manufacture. 


Late in the production of SX-100s, like sometime in the early ‘60s, the 
graphics on the shiny aluminum front panel were changed. Similarly, the 
meter calibration markings and the style of knobs were changed. I 
don't have my SX-100s in front of me to give you a precise description, 
so I'm going from memory here: The word "hallicrafters" on "late" units 
consisted of letters spaced relatively far apart. The "late" knobs 
were black versions of those used on HT-37s in gray. The meter face 
characters may have been slightly larger on "late" units, but someone 
else ought to double check me on this since I'm going from memory. 


As far as I know, late design receivers with the cosmetic changes I've 
described here are Mark 2A or perhaps Mark 2A/B units. I've never seen 
an SX-100 that wasn't at least a Mark 1, so I'd wonder if there was ever 
such a thing as a "plain" SX-100. 


If you've read this far, it's probably obvious that an SX-100 is one of 
my favorite receivers. (Three days ago, I found a note at my parents 
house that indicated I sold my original SX-100 in 1964 for $180.)
